The South Texas AIDS Training (STAT) project, a unit of the Department of Psychiatry at the 
University of Texas at San Antonio Health Science Center, provides training in the psychological 
and neuropsychiatric aspects of HIV/AIDS to 3,000 traditional and non-traditional mental health 
providers in the South Texas border region and other underserved areas of Texas.  The training, 
based on three core curricula (general education, neuropsychiatry, and ethics) and state-of-the-art 
information, includes continuing medical education, workshops for providers and agencies, 
workshops at regional professional association meetings, audio conferences, and the integration of 
training modules into university-based graduate courses.  Late-breaking information is 
disseminated to trainees via the STAT web site, the Migrant Clinician's Network home page, and a 
quarterly newsletter. Training activities are conducted by an expert group of mental health/HIV 
trainers who reflect the diversity of the targeted training audience.  Providers in Texas-Mexico 
border areas are being trained by bilingual and bicultural trainers who use handouts and resource 
materials written in both English and Spanish.
